Destruction of the Barnum Wire 
Works at Detroit, Mich,

The Extensive Establishment Entirely 
Destroyed—Loss Nearly $200,000— 
Three Adjoining Dwellings Con- 
sumed—Burning of the MoGraw 
Saw-Mill at Bay City, Mich.—A Large

Drrnorr. December 3—This morning about 6 
o' ock fire broke out ln the Barnum Wire and 
Iron Works here, almost completely destroyiog 
that buiiding and three doube houses adjoi-ine. 
The fire started in the second floor, but the cause is 
notknown. The building was valued at 812.000. 
the stock at $115,000 and the machinery at $50,000. 
Two hundred men are thrown out of work. The 
loss on the works is between $159,000 and $200,000 
and the dwellinz houses were va.ued at $8,500. 

HOW THE FIRE STARTED. 
This Morning at 6 o'clock fire broke out in the 
stock-room of the Barnum Wire and Iron Works, 
Ibere was a delay of fully ten minutes before the 
alarm could be turned in and the fire spread with 
great fapidity. Three alarms were sent in and 
Hal a dogen engines cal ed. but the whole building 
was a mass of flames defore they arrieed. 
A gale of wind from the west fanned the flames 
into a fury: cinders were buried high into the air 
and carried blocks away, and for a time it seemed 
that the whole seighborhood was doomed. The 
efforts of the fire department were devoted chiefly 
to saving the property of the neighberhoo'l, it being 
impossible tosave tueWire Works. Notwithstand.ng 
the hard work of the firemen the fire spread to 
Howard street. The men were compelied to 
RETREAT BEFORE THES FLAMES 
with ecorebed hands and faces and burnt clothes. 
The heat was intense and set frets three double 
two-story houses, which were about half consumed 
before the men could get to work on 
their rear. The otcupants had been adle 
to move most of the furniture to a place 
of safety. These houses were valued at abour 
$8,000, and were insured for $6,000. Alter the fire 
la the Wire Worxs had bur ed for about an hour.

This is putting it rather lightly—he was 
riled all over, and expressed his sentiments in em- 
phatic language toa Tost-Dispatca reporter who 
met him to-day. 

“That statement in the paper that I had deserted 
Harrigan.” said he, Is an infamous lie and the 
man that made it is a liar; I don’t care who he is. 
Any ass-rtion that I have made any combination- 
to defeat Harrigan is a lie. Lama friend of Ha 
rigan and have been a friend of Harrigan straight 
along and I have done all in 
my power to get him appointed 
Marshal. It ia still more of a lie that I agreed to 
support Jasper Burks. I wouldn't support Burks 
under any circumstances. I don't believe be is fit 
forthe piace He cou'dn't be elected to the Legis 
lature from his own county, and wasn't thought fi’ 
to be a member of the Democratic Central Commit- 
teen. Nobody in bt. Louis wants bim for 
Marshal and he has the support of only 
one Congressman out ofthe six, thatis Clardy.

pleasant face. She talked quietly, but 
witn considerable feeling, about uer troubie 
over the pun.sument of Charley O’Brien.

Cheap Ostrich Feathers. 

From the Baltimore American. 

Perhaps many people have wondered what 
has made ostrich feathers so cheap and abund- 
ant in thiscountry. Formerly an ostrich tip 
or feather was considered a luxury, only to be 
had by a few. Now the feathers are sold every- 
where and everybody has a genuine tip, or in- 
deed a whole fan full of them, or dresses 
trimmed with the feathers. A recent report 
from the United States Consu! at Cape Colony, 
Africa, throws some light on the subject, ” 
says: In 1872 a crisis came in the wool-pro- 
ducing industry of South Africa. Farmers 
became infatuated with ostrich farming. So 
fabulous were the prices then current for 
ostrich feathers that a speedy fortune seemed 
in every man's grasp who himself of 
a few ostriches. Wool-growing was deemed too 
slow a way of making money; the flocks were 
neglected, and all interest was centered in the 
ostrich camp. The result of this mistake on the 
part of farmersis painfully manifest. They 
overstocked the ostrich feather markets of the 
world, and feathers which really sold for $250 
per pound five years ago will barely bring $50 
at che present market rates; and | hear of farm- 
ers who have lately turned their ostriches loose 
upon the plains, because it no longer paid to 
feed and care for them. Thus the hope of sud- 
den riches from this source has died out, and 
the farmer again turns his attention to his 
flocks.”
